New York, July 28—Frank Jay Gould, the 
millionaire, was put through a sharp exami- 
nation tonight when he was placed on the 
witness stand by the ense in the alleged 
conspirecy plot to manufacture divorce evi- 
dence against him. He was questioned at 
length as to his acquaintance with Miss 
Bessie De Voe, whose name has figured in the 
ase, but the most damaging admission the 
lawyers could draw from him wes the fact 
that he had met Miss De Voe and knew who 
she was. Decision in the case was reserved 
until Friday. 

A specia! session was held to take the testi- 
mony of Mr. Gould. As today wae the day 
set aside for him by the court to visit his 
children; he said that it would be inconven- 
dent for bim te be present at the afterneon 
session, so Magistrate Corrigan, before whom 
the case is being heard, announced that hé 
would keep the court open tonight and di- 
rected Mr. Gould to be present at 8 o'clock. 

Throng to See Millionaire. 

So great was the crowd of spectators and 
witnesses that it was necessary to move the 
hearings from the Tombs Police court to 
the Court of Special Sessions. Mr. Gould 
divided interest with Berry Wall and a lot 
of other sightseers. | 

Mrs. Ben Teal, wife of one of the most 
prominent producing stage managers in the 
country, and who is the principal figure in 
the case, was in court with her husband. 
Harry 8. Mousley, the private detective who 
was arrested with Mre. Teal, was also on 
hand. 

There was lack of interest in the aft 
proceedings, as every one seemed be 
waiting for the appearance of Mr. Gould. It 
was some time after the hearing had opened 
that Mrs. Ben Teal reached the courtroom. 
Mrs. Teal was accompanied by her maid. 
There has been a striking change in Mrs. 
Teal since her arrest, and she had the ap- 
pearance of a woman on the verge of a nerv- 
ous breakdown. Her husband asked anx- 
jously how she felt.

How to Make Complaint. 
ATTACK ON POLICE IS CAUSE. 


Crusader Publishes Charge Before Fil- 
ing It, Says Official. 


Chief of Police Shippy lectured Arthur 
Burrage Farwell yesterday on the proper 
way to register complaints against the police. 
The head of the Chicago Law and Order 
league had just been “ lecturing the chief 
on Mr. Farwell’s notion of his duty. 

The chief informed him that hereafter com- 
plaints over the telephone would not be ac- 
ceptable. 

The clash which occurred in the chief's 
office followed Mr. Farwell's announcement 
to newspapers of a complaint against a po- 
liceman whom he charged with annoying a 
girl under his protection. 


Called Reporters to His Office. 

According to Chief Shippy, Mr. Farwell 
summoned reporters to hie offices and told 
them that Ida Parker, who recently was in- 
volved tn a white slave case, and Elisabeth 
Landgraf, 21 years old, employed at the 
Young Men's Christian association, 288 Mich- 
igan avenue, had been stopped and insulted 
on the street by, the policeman, who ie at- 
tached to the Harrison street station. With 
the policemah was a man who the women 
believed was a detective. 

After giving out this story Mr. Farwell re- 
paired to the chief's office and informed the 
chief that he wanted the affair made known 
to the public so as to warn policemen “ to pay 
more attention to their duties on the streets. 


Chief Speaks His Mind. 

Then it was that the chief instructed the 
league man as to the manner of filing com- 
plaints. He did it in the following worde: 

“ My policemen know how to do their du- 
ties and need no warnings such as publicity 
in such a matter as this, and furthermore 
I have my desk full of general orders that are 
used by the police department as warnings. 

„Nou have not done right by me, and I do 
not want to take any more complaints from 
you over the telephone. If you have got any 
complaints to make, make them through 
the proper channels and see that all of them 
are in writing. Thie kind of business is what 
I dislike. 

„ am trying to better the police depart- 
ment, which is as good dnd probably better 
than any other in the world, but I cannot do 
so with such kind of action as you took 
today. 

Girle Meet Men at Park. 

Farwell told Chief Shippy that Mias Parker 
and Mies Landgraf the former a boarder and 
the latter an employé at the Young Women’s 
Christian association left that place Sunday 
night and went to a south side argusement 
park, where they met two men, whom they 
went around with until nearly midnight, 
when they left the park and parted from 
the men. They rode downtown and then 
went for a walk in State street. 

After 1 o'clock, three hours after the time 
they should have been back to their home, 
they met a policeman in Peck place just dast 
of Mate street. 

The policeman had been talking with a 
man who was sitting on a doorstep. He 
asked the women what they were doing out 
at that time of the morning and his com- 
panion suggested that they take the girls 
for a walk.

SLAIN MAN IN NEW YORK BAY 
IDENTIFIED A8 H. S. CORNISH. 


Former Chicago Man, Famous for Con- | 
' nection with Molizieux Oase, Victim 
of Murder if Theory Proves Correct. 


New York, July ®—([Special.)—The body 
of a man found floating in Gravesend bay, on 
Sunday night resembles so closely Harry 
8. Cornish, formérly director im the Chi- 
cago Athletic association, and famous for 
his connection with the Molineux case, that 
one man this morning positively identified 
the remains as those of Cornish. He has 


been missing for some time. 

A wound on the head leads to the suppo- 
sition of murder, possibly committed while 
Cornish was on the bay with a yachting 


party. 

The case revives the vivid interest In the 
most celebrated of New York's murder mys- 
terfes. Harry Cornish is the man that was 
marked for death when the bottle of poisoned 
bromo seltzer was sent through the mails 
that poisoned the ! t Mrs. Adams. 

The police are speculating as to whether 
or not the murderer who sent the bottle of 
poison to Cornish that resulted in Mrs. 
Adame’ deatth may have succeeded at last 
in his plot to put Curnish out of the way. 

There is no clew to the perpetrators of the 
present crime, and the coroner has no idea 
what persons made up the yachting party 
with which Cornish went for a cruise that 
seems to have proved to be his last. Cor- 
nish had been for some time at Coney Island. 
where he held one of the privileges. 

When the coroner and hie deputy were 
called at midnight they, found fresh evi- 
dences of crime. N was apparent that the 
man’s body had only been in the water four 
or five hours when it. was found, and the 
nature of the wound gave plain testimony 
that either an ax or some similar weapon 
had been used for the work of death, 

An inquest was ordered and an autopsy 
will be held to determine the exact nature of 
the attack. An effort will be made today 
to confirm or disprove the identification.

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Bodies of George Raisbeck and 
Wife Found in Minnesota Lake.. 


WELL KNOWN IN CHICAGO. 


Tales of Domestic Troubles Denied by 
Son of the Couple. 


| Minneapolis, Minn., July 26.-—-[{Spectal.)— 
The bodies of Mr. and Mrs. George Rais- 
beck of New York today were found in Lake 
Syivia, near Annandale, Minn. Mr. Rais 
beck, who was president of thé Philip Lake 


Manufacturing company, New York, and 


was well known in Chicago, bad a summer 
cottage at the lake. 

The circumstances surrounding the death 
of the couple are mysterious. They had left 
their home last evening and the empty boat 
was found right side up today. Near it, in 
a kneeling position in shallow water, was 
the body of Mrs. Raisbeck. It bore several 
large bruises and cuts and there was no 
water in the lungs, indicating that Geeth was 
not caused by drowning. 

The body of the husband was found sev- 
eral hours later in the middie of the lake. 
He had been drowned. 


Authorities Are Puzsied. 

The authorities are at a loss to account for 
the tragedy. The coroner decided death was 
due to drowning in both cases. He could not 
aceount for the bruises upon the woman's 
body nor for the fact that no water was in 
her lungs. Dr. Ridgeway of this city said 
tre wounds on the woman's body would not 
necessarily have caused death, but he did not 
believe death was due to drowning. 

It had deen the custom of the Raisbecks, 
who lived both in New York and Chicago, to 
spend their summers at Lake Sylvie. Last 
winter Raisbeck erected a new cottage, and 
the couple arrived there about two weeks ago 
to occupy it. 

They were last seen at their cottage at 0 
o’clock last night. A farmer residing nearby: 
said he had several times heard the cOuple 
quarrel. Other neighbors, however, say they 
had not seen any indications of trouble be- 
tween the couple and that they appeared to 
be strongly attached to each other. 


SON CALIS DEATHS ACCIDENT. 

Percival Raisbeck, who is in Chicago, was 
notified of the death of his father and step- 
mother last night. He declared that it was 
an accident and denied there ever had been 
the slightest trouble between the couple. He 
also declared his father had a good income ° 
and had no cause for committing suicide. 

Dispatches received from relatives and 
business associates of Mr. Raisbeck in New 
York and interviews with his acquaintances 
in Chicago also showed this opinion. Mr. 
Raisbeck lived here much of his time, mak- 
ing his residence at the Chicago Beach hotel 
and the Illinois Athletic club, 

Mr. Raisbeck had been married twice, the 
second marriage occurring sixteen years ago. 
The second Mrs. Raisbeck was a Mise Pollard 


of Virginia.

Nominations Are Resumed. 

With the scene of battle cleared away the 
convention proceeded as it had begun, in 
peace. Hugh Melsaacs of San Francisco sec- 
onded the nomination of Hisgen. Minnesota 
also seconded the nomination of the Massa- 
chusetts man. 

Bernard Sutler of Georgia gave the con- 
vention the name of John Temple Graves. 
He said the ticket would gain strength by the 
nomination of a man whose geographicab con- 
nections were south of the Mason and Dixon 
Une and that the new party with such a 
candidate would cut heayily into the demo- 
erats. He admitted he had an idea that his 
hearers did not want to listen to a long 
nominating speech and therefore he trimmed 
his down to a becoming brevity. 

Walter Hollis of Mississipp! seconded the 
nomination of M. W. Howard of Alabama 
and Missouri followed sujt. Montana de- 
clared for Hisgen, as did New Hampshire. 
New York sent to the rostrum Judge Jéhn 
Palmiere, who placed Reuben R. Lyon of 
that state in nomination. He spoke but a few 
minutes, making by far the shortest nom- 
inating speech of the night. Dr. J. D. Bush, 
also of New York, seconded the nomination 
of Mr. Lyon. 

Ohio Man Names Hearst. 
When Ohio was called the name of 'Wiliiam 


Randolph Hearst was mentioned as a candi- | 


date for the first time by A. F. Otte of Cin- 
cinnati, He spoke briefly from the floor, 
declaring that his candidate needed no eulogy 
and he desired to say that Ohio would cast 
her solid vote for Mr. Hearst. Only a ripple 
of applause followed the speech of Mr. Otte, 
it being generally understood that Mr. Hearst 
did not desire the nomination. 

The West Virginia call brought out two 
“voluntary” expulsions. Two delegates 
said they didn’t like the platform and de- 
parted of their own accord into outer dark- 
ness, unwept and unmourned. 


Hisgen Leads from Start. 
The convention then. fell to balloting, the 
first roll call resuiting in the following vote:

Graves Named Without a Ballot.

Neal, 
Conneeticui presented Steven Charters of 
that state, and C. A. Windle of Illinois 
handed in the name of Dr. Howard B. Taylor, 
eratwhile of the Chicago city hall and for 
years “‘ speechmaker "’ for the then reigning 
mayors.

Because of the long drawn out debate be- 
tween members of the resolutions committee 
the afternoon session did not begin until 
2:30 o'clock. Charles A. Walsh, permanent 
chairman of the convention, immediately 
was escorted to his chair upon the platform 
and tie perspiring delegates took up the sert 
ous business of cheering indugtriously when- 
ever occasion appeared to demand it.

Apology for Long Delay.

HISGEN A WEALTHY OIL MAN. 


Independence Party’s Candidate for 
President an Aid to Governmept 
in Trust Suit. 


Thomas L. Hisgen, candidate of the! 
pendence party for president of the Uni! 
States, was born of German parentage Nov. 
26, 1858, at Petersburg, Ind. He received a 
common school education, and then began 
work in acountry store. Later he engaged in 
a small way in the oll business at Albany, 
N. 1. He was successful, and in a few years 
became president of the Four Brothers Oil 
company. 

Through his connection with the oll busi- 
ness Mr. Hisgen came into personal contact 
with the Rockefeller corporation. He was 
one of the principal witnesses for the govern- 
ment in the suit which is still pending to dt 
organize the Standard Oil company. Mr. 
Hirgen's company is said at one time to hava 
been offered $600,000 for its property by the 
R feller concern. The offer was declined. 

Mr. Hisgen’s home is at Springfield, Mase. 
In 1007 he was the independence candidate 
for governor of the Bay State and received 
more votes than the democratic candidate, 
his total being 75,000. 

John Temple Graves, the vice presidential 
candidate, is from the south, though for some 
time he has been engaged as an editorial 
writer for the Hearst newspapers. He first 
attracted attention to himself by openly ad- 
vocating lynching for certain crimes at a 
Chautauqua meeting in Atlanta, Ga. 

He went to Atlanta in 1887 and founded the 
Atianta Journal. Later he became editor 
of the Atlanta News, and it was while he 
held that position that he reer 
for United States senator and an injunction

himself. 
The injunction was issued at the request 
of the general manager of the paper of which 
Graves was editor.

Defends Sunday Closing Action. 

Of the great issue of Sunday closing, Mr. 
Healy said: 6 

“TI now come to a discussion of my post- 
tion and official action on the Sunday closing 
question. No other act of mine has made 
for me so many stanch friends and bitter 
enemies. 

„Whatever substantial opposition there 
may be to my candidacy, grows out of the 
prosecution of saloonkeepers for the viola- 
tion of the Sunday closing law. I believe that 
this opposition is unfair and unjust. 

“The Sunday closing law is simple. It 
reads as follows: ä 

Whoever keeps open any tippling house or place 
where liquor is sold or given away upon the first 
day of the week, commonly called Sunday, shall 
be fined nat exceeding $200. 

When you honored me with election four 
years ago you were not content with a mere 
promise that I would enforce the laws of this 
state. You required me to take an oath that 
I would enforce them the Sunday closing 
law included. 

“ This law is not of my making. It is your 
law, and if it does not reflect the general 
sentiment, if it is unpopular and obnoxious 
to your views, it should be repealed.

RAILWAYS’ PHYSICAL VALUATION 


“ Some of the suggestions of the democratic 
platform relate really to this subordinate 
and ancillary machinery to which I have 
referred. Take, for instance, the so-called 
physical valuation of railways.’ It is clear 
that the sum of all rates or réceipts of a 
railway, less proper expenses, should be 
limited to a fair profit upon the reasonable 
value of ita property, and that if the sum ex- 
ceeds this measure it ought to be reduced. 
The difficulty in enforcing. the principle is 
in ascertaining what is the ble value 
of the company’s property. and in fixing what 
is a fair profit. 

It is clear that the physical value of a ra- 
road and its plant is an element to be given 
weight in determining ite full value; but as 
President Roosevelt in his Indianapolis 
speech and the Supreme court have in et- 
fect pointed out, the value of the railroad 
as a going concern, including its good will, 


circumstances, may be much greater than 
the value of its tangible property, and it is 
the former that measures the investment on 
which a fair profit must be allowed. Then, 
too, the question what is a fair profit is 
one involving not only the rate of interest 
usually earned on normally safe investments 
but also a sufficient allowance to make up 
for the risk of loss both of capita) and inter- 
est in the original outlay. These considera- 
tione will have justified the company in im- 
posing charges high enough to secure a fair 
income on the enterprise as a whole. The 
securities at market prices will have passed 
into the hands of subsequent purchasers 
from the original investors. 

“Such circumstances should properly af- 
fect the decision of the tribunal eo 
determining whether the totality of rates 
charged is reasonable or excessive. To ig- 
nore them might so seriously and unjustly 
impair settled values as to destroy all hope 
of restoring confidence and forever to end 
the inducement for investment in new rail- 
road construction, which, in returning pros 
perous times, is sure to be essential to our 
material progress. 

Test by Older Laws. 


“As Mr. Roosevelt has said in speaking of 
this subject: 

“* The effect of such valuation and super- 
vision of securities cannot be retroactive. 
Existing securities should be tested by laws 
in existence at the time of their issue. This 
nation would no more injure securities which 
have become an important part of the na- 
tional wealth than it would consider a propo- 
sition to repudiate the national debt.’ 

“The question of rates and the treatment 
of railways is one that has two sides. The 
shippers are certainly entitled te reasonable 
rates; but less is an injustice to the car- 
riers. Good business for the railroads is es- 
sential to general prosperity. Injustice to 
them is not alone injustice to stockholders 
and capitalists, whose further investments 
may be necessary for the good of the whole 
country, but it directly affects and reduces 
the wages of railway employés, and indeed 
may deprive them of their places entirely. 

From what has been said the proper con- 
clusion would seem to be that in attempting 
to determine whether the entire schedule of 
rates of a railway is excessive, the physical

HONEST SECURITIES SAFE. 


“TI am eonfident that the fixing of rates 
on the principles suggested above would not 
materially impair the present market values 
of railroad securities in most cases, for I 
believe that the normal increase in the value 
of railroad properties, especially in their 
terminals, will more than make up for the 
possible overcapitalization in earlier years. 
In some cases, doubtless, it will be found 
that overcapitalization is madé an excuse 
for excessive rates, and then they should be 
reduced; but the consensus of opinion seems 
to be that the railroad rates generally in 
this country are reasonably low. 

“This is why, doubtless, the complaints 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion against excéssive rates are so few as 
compared with those against unlawful dis- 
crimination in rates between shippers and 
between places. Of course, in the determi- 
nation of the question whether discrimination 
is unlawful or not, the physical valuation of 
the whole road is of little weight. 


SHOULD BE PHYSICAL VALUATION. 


J have discussed this with some degree of 
detail, merely to point out that the valuation 
by the interstate commerce commission of 
the tangible property of a railroad is proper 
and may from time to time be necessary in 
settling certain issues which may come be- 
fore them, and that no evil or injustice can 
come from valuation in such cases, if it be 
understood that the result is to be used for a 
just purpose, and the right to a fair profit 
under all the circumstances of the investment

“With such classification in view Mr. 
Roosevelt recommended an amendment to 
the anti-trust law, known as the Hepburn 
bill, which provided for voluntary classifica- 
tion, and created a strong motive therefor 


by granting immunity from prosecution for 


reasonable restraints of interstate trade to 
ail corporations which would register and 
submit themselves to the publicity regula- 
tions of the department of commerce and 
labor.

| MAY AMEND ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


“The possible operation of the anti-trust 
law under existing’ ruling of the Supreme 
court has given rise to suggestions for its 
necessary amendment to prevent its appli- 
cation to cases which it is believed were 
never in the contemplation of the framers of 
the statute. Take two instances: 

„A merchant or manufacturer engaged in 
a legitimate business that covers certain 
states wishes to sell his business and his 
good will, and so in the terms of the sale 
obligates himself to the purchaser not to 
go into the same business in those states. 
Such a restraint of trade has always been 
enforced at common lew. Again, the em- 
ployés of an interstate railway combine and 
enter upon a peaceable and lawful strike 
to secure better wages. At common law 
this was not a restraint of trade or com- 
merce or a violation of the richts of the 
company or of the public. 

‘Neither case ought to be made a viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. My own im- 
pression is that the Supreme court would 


‘hold that neither of these instances is with-

The government 
should not interfere with one any more than 
the other, and when such aggregations of 
capital are legitimate and are properly con- 
trolled, for they are then the natural results 
of modern enterprise and are beneficial to 
the public. In the proper operation of com- 
petition the public will soon share with the 
manufacturer the advantage in economy of 
operation and lower prices. 

“When, however, such combinations are

The consequent material development has 
greatly changed the conditions under which 
many articles described by the schedules of 
the tariff are now produced. The tariff in a 
number of the schedules exceeds the differ- 
ence between the cost of production of such 
articles abroad and at home, including a rea- 
sonable profit to the American producer. 
The excess over that difference serves no 
useful purpose, but offers a temptation to 
those who would monopolize the production 
and the sale of such articles in this country, 
to profit by the excessive rate.

Vice President Fairbanks Bids Him 
Goodbye at Farewell Dinner. 


Quebec, July 28.—{Special.}—The prince of 
Wales boarded the battleship Indomitable 
at 7 o'clock tonight and sails for home 
at daylight, the British fleet. of eight 
ships sailing at the same time. Six of the 
saluting squacron Will accompany his royai 
highness as far as the Straits of Belle Isle, 
after which they will steam directly for 
Gibraltar. 

The departure of his highness was marked 
by the same scenes of enthusiasm which 
marked his arrival a week ago. Troops lined 
the street and another great crowd was out 
to give the royal visitor a rousing farewell. 


Fleet Roars Salute. 


The prince drove in an open carriage from 
the citadel to the king's landing. accompanied 
by his suite and attended by a mounted es- 
cort. , As he went aboard the Indomitable 
the international fleet roared a parting sa- 
lute. 

During the evening the prince attended a 
state dinner aboard the British flagship Ex- 
mouth, this being the closing official function 
attended by all the official representatives 
here, including Vice President Fairbanks and 
the American army and naval officers. 

On the prince’s return to the Indomitable 
preparations were made for getting under 
way in the early hours of the morning. The 
New Hampshire will sail tomorrow and the 
French ships on Thursday. 


Thanks Mayor of Quebec. 


of thanks to Mayor Garneau_thanking him 
and the citizens of Quebec for their wel- 
come and splendid reception to him, con- 
gratulating them upon the magnificence of 
the pageant scenes, the appropriateness of 
the street decorations, and all the arrange- 
ments for his visit.

In the middie of the day the prince visited 
the French district of the city in St. Sau- 
veur and planted a tree in Victoria park in 
memory of his visit.

He visited the military. and naval 
sports, being much interested with the ride of 
the northwest mounted police, then attended 
the children’s daylight fireworks on the 
piains of Abraham and a garden party by 
Lieut. Gov. Sir Louis Jette, where Vice Pres- 
dent and Mrs. Fairbanks, as the guests of the 
governor, assisted in the reception. 
Earl Grey tonight received a persona! let- 
ter from the prince saying: 
“On the eve of my departure I write to 
express in the strongest terms the intense 
pleasure and satisfaction which I have de- 
rived from.my stay in Quebec, I have been 
deeply touched by the enthusiastic and af- 
fectionate welcome accorded me on all ocea- 
sions and by all classes. 
Lord Roberts starts on Thursday for a visit 
to a number of Canadian cities and to the 
far west of Canada. Vice President Fair- 
banks and the American army officers leave 
tomorrow. 
Quebec will continue to celebrate for sev- 
eral days, but the departure of the prince 
and the official guests practically closes the 
tercentenary.

Then, 
about 2:30 o'clock, a water goblet was sent 
hurling through the glass door of the jury- 
room, and Judge Beitler ordered Bailiff 
James Hart to quell the disturbance. 

Hart tound A halt dozen, jurors in a clinch, 
Was in 
general confysion. Tb Of the men were 
exchanging blows and the others were striv- 
ing to separate them. Hart was told that the 
jury stood elght for acquittal and four for 
conviction, and that the battle started when 
one of the men tried to “ convince ” another. 


Jurors Keep Their Secret. 

Judge Beitler summoned all the jurors be- 
fore him and lectured them, but was unable 
to learn any of the details of the combat. 
It was evident from the start that about the 
only thing the jurors did agree on was that 
the names of the fighters should not be re- 
vealed, nor should it be stated which of the 
men were for conviction or acquittal, Judge 
Beitler finally dismissed the jurors with a 
reprimand and fixed the case for retrial on 
Aug. 26. 

Hobson was atrested with Trixie Sing and 
two other young women for giving the 
„ muscle dance on July 3. He was charged 
with exhibiting and the girls with perform- 
ing the a Hobson alone was placed on 


trial. 
Farwell on Hand to Aid. 

Eugene B. Powell of the Juvenile court 
committee appeared as the complaining wit- 
ness and the case rested almost entirely on 
his testimony. He exhipited in court what 
he believed to be an imitation of the dance. 
Deaconess Lucy A. Hall and Arthur Burrage 
Farwell of the Chicago Law and Order 
league were on hand to assist him, but could 
be of little service to the prosecution because 
they had not witnessed the dence on the day 
mentioned in the indictment. 

It was John BE. W. Wayman, counse! for 
Hobson, who kept their testimony out, and 
Mr. Farwell was not slow to express himself. 
The Law and Order league head declared 
that a promise made to him to suppress the 
dance has not been kept and that its present 
‘toning down is simply because of the arrests. 
He fears that unless there is a conviction the 
dancers will take far greater liberties with 
public morals.

This increase in shippers’ purchases 
and the reduction of receipts to 81,020 instead of 
85.000, as estimated, brought the left over supply 
to 6 187, or nearly 8,000 less than the nearest 
estimate. 

Mixed hogs showed exceptionally poor quality 
and some of the traders said that although packers 
were of the opinion that their hogs cost them 5c 
less than on Monday, the difference in quality fully 
made up for the decline in prices.

The Chicago money market is extremely 
dull.
